Lands In th* Arette Hens. 
The largest unknown pnrt of the 
Arctic at the present time is that 
which extends between tile Parry Isl­ 
ands (the archipelago north of our 
continent) aud the N ew ,S ib eria Isl­ 
ands. north of Asia. 
Ko one knows 
w hat may be found In this wide ex ­ 
panse. 
The only lands that have been 
discovered are far southward toward 
the coast of Asia, where the Jeannette 
found a few sm all Islands, all in shal­ 
low water. 
The drift of that vessel 
w as in water that is only from 180 to 
230 feet deep. 
Iii othc* 
words, the 
Jeannette's drift w as not on the deep 
sea but in shallow w aters whose floor 
is known as the continental she’.f. 
If this unknown sea sinks to depths 
of 0000 to 12,000 feet, such as Nansen 
found during the drift of the Pram 
to the north of Asia, there is little 
probability of land rising from such 
depths. 
But wherever the coastal re­ 
gions of America and Asia are low and 
flat, as in the tundra districts, the con­ 
tinental shelf, 
with shallow w aters 
resting on it, here and there extends a 
long distance to the north and is 
likely to Ye crowned with islands, like 
the Parry Islands.

The actual loss and Incon­ 
venience to the country through the 
lack of decent m eans of com m unica­ 
tion between town and country, town 
and town iu the interior, between the 
homes of the people and the markets, 
between the homes and church-houses 
and schoolhouses, is so im m ense that 
it cannot louger be borne, and the 
people are becoming aroused as they 
have not been on any subject since 
the close of the Civil War. Every think­ 
ing person realizes that governm ental 
aid and supervision in road construc­ 
tion is an absolute national necessity.

State system s will continue to fall 
short of adequate remedy 
for

great trouble of bad roads, as State 
system s have failed for seventy-five 
years past except iii tw o or three of 
the wealthier States.

Instead of 
being put to it to make income meet 
outgo, the trustees find it impossible 
to scare up enough true blue. simon 
pure, dyed in the wool heroes to make 
an appreciable hole iii their funds. 
Many promising leads are followed. 
many newspaper heroes and heroines 
are chased to earth, but fe w indeed 
are those who meet the standard es­ 
tablished by the. regulations of 
the 
fund. 
One or two a year out of the 
great population in which the hunters 
seek those whom they may glorify! 
The majority of applicants turn out 
unworthy. 
This result of the effort to sy s­ 
tem atize and concentrate the hero glo­ 
rifying 
business 
Is 
not 
surprising. 
When the fund w as established tw o 
years ago it w as recognized that it 
would attract 
many 
impostors, and 
that the men and women whom its 
donor w as anxious to reward would be 
the last to push them selves to the 
front. 
The medal craving, self-adver- 
tising “hero” is likely to show a shady 
record when his deeds are fully ex ­ 
plained. 
The man or woman who ac­ 
com plishes a really heroic act i* not 
of the stuff that asks rewards from 
trustees of funds, or seeks recompense 
or recognition from any public or sem i­ 
public 
source. 
Rather, 
the 
persons 
sought for by the agents of this P itts­ 
burg institution are of the class that 
shrink from publicity, depreciate their 
own deeds and want them forgotten. 
The fact that no new aw ards were 
made at the second annual m eeting of 
the Hero Fund Commission does not 
mean that no heroic deeds have been 
performed recently iii the territory it 
covers. 
Like mean acts, heroic acts 
persist in about the usual proportion.* 
regardless of funds, medals, grants of 
money or the like. 
Nor should it lie 
argued that the hero fund has failed 
entirely o f its purpose. 
It provides 
pleasant; jobs at fair pay to a number 
of persons in various capacities, and 
thus does good.—N ew York Sun.

C ru sh e d Stone# F o r Road#. 
In our trip through a portion of 
Butler County. Ohio, a few w eeks ago 
we frequently noticed long piles of 
lim estone 
in 
irregular 
sized 
blocks 
along the road side. 
They w ere gath­ 
ered ou the hill sides and hauled there 
by the farmers, to be crushed for re­ 
pairing the roads. 
After the thrashing 
is finished the traction engines are 
hired 
o run the crushers, and these 
long piles of stone are soon put in 
shape to keep up the fine roads that 
are so common throughout the Miami 
valley. 
There are many sections of this 
State where stone is as abundant as in 
that section and where the sam e plan 
for road improvem ent ought to be 
adapted. 
Professor 
Blatchley, 
our 
State Geologist, in Ins next report will 
give much attention to the road m ak­ 
ing m aterials of the State, and he 
w ill give his preference for crushed 
stone. 
H e says: 
“My experience has been that. In 
the long run. the crushed stone road. 
if properly made, is far superior to 
the gravel road. The stone road wears 
down more evenly, and will outlast 
the best of gravel roads. 
That is. al­ 
w ays. of course, if the stone road is 
properly made. 
“ In the 
first 
place, 
tile 
roadbed 
should be at least ten inches deep. 
The lower six inches deep. 
The lower 
six inches should be of the larger 
stones, though these should be of a 
size that would pass through a two- 
inch screen. 
The upper four inches 
should be sm aller stone, that which 
will pass through an inch or an inch 
and a half screen. 
This should be 
packed with a steam roller, and with 
proper drainage at the side this will 
make an excellent road. 
If good rock 
is available, that Is. within hauling 
distance, the cost will be about *2000 
a mile.”—Indiana Farmer.

result will be is that Senators are 
apt to be more indisposed to con-. 
promise now than they will be 
later. 


It has become quite apparent 


fhat the Speaker is not willing to 
accept the whole of the responsi- 


bility for depriving Oklahoma and 
Indian Territory of statehood. If 
a denial of statehood is to be their 
misfortune, the Speaker desires 
that at least in appearance some 
of the onus shall be on theSenate; 
or to repeat an expression used 
heretofore, the Speaker desires 
that if the statehood bill is to be 
slain, the corpse shall not be 
found at the 
rear door of his 


room. 


There is icuch speculation as

The only lands that have, been 
discovered are far southward toward 
the const of Asia, where the .Teannette 
found a few small Islands, all in shal- 
low water.

Mrs. Wong Poy 
and her eldest, n daughter, follow be- 
hind, and tie up the sheaves with wisps 
of straw. The two cherished men chll- 
dtvn, sole hope of heaven for Wong 
Poy. 
play through the stubble and 


steal grains of wheat to chew. 
It Is 


n matter for corporal punishment if 
they are caught at this, for In China 
every grain Is numbered. 


When the wheat is all in, nnd has 


been beaten put ou the thrasblng-floow 
and stored In the well-guarded granary 
under Wong Poy's house, the family 
makes rejoicing. There is a little mess 
of flsh for the pot.

properly made. 


"In the first place, the roadbed 


should be at least ten inches deep. 
The lower six inches deep. The lower 
six inches should be of the larger 
stones, though these should be of a 
size that would pass through a two- 
inch screen. 
The upper four inches 


should be smaller stone, that which 
will pass through an inch or an inch 
and a half screen. 
This should bo 


packed with a steam roller, and with 
proper drainage at the side this will 
make an excellent road. If good rock 
is available, that Is. within hauling 
distance, the cost will be about $2000 
a mile."—Indiana Farmer.

Washington, March 30.—That 


the House conferees on the state 
hood bill have the Speaker's per- 
mission to compromise on the 
basis of the first Foraker amend- 
ment is now regarded as an as- 
sured fact. Indeed, 
overtures 


for such a compromise have been 
made to individual senators who 
voted for the Foraker and Bar- 
rows amendments. These nego- 
tiations have not proceeded far 
•enough to warrant a prediction as 
to the outcome, and an additional 
reason why one must be deterged 
front venturing to say wteat the 
result will be is that Senators are 
apt to be more indisposed to con- 
promise now than thev will be 
later. 


It has become quite appatent 


that the Speaker is not willing to 
accept the whole of the responsi- 


bility for depriving Oklahoma and 
Indian Territory of statehood. If 
a denial of statehood is to be their 
misfortune, the Speaker desires 
that at least in appearance some 
of the onus shall be on the Senate; 
Of to repeat an expression used 
heretofore, the Speaker desires 
that if the statehood bill is to be 
slain, the corpse shall not be 
found at the 
rear door of his 


room. 


There is icuch speculation as 


to what the attitude of the Senate 
'Will be with respect to this over 
ture, but it is scarcely worthy of 
consideration. It may properlv 
be remarked, though, that it is 
the prevalent opinion that befortj 
the session ends such concession* 
will he made by one ho vise or the 
other or by both, as will assure 
statehood to Oklahoma and In 
dian territory.

Arctic at the present time la that 
which extends between tiie Parry Isl- 
ands ^the archipelago north of our 
continent) nod the New.Siberia Isl- 
ands, north of Asia. 
No one knows 


what may be found In this wide ex- 
panse. The only Muds that bare been 
discovered are far southward toward 
the coast of Asia, where the Jeannette 
found a few small Islands, all in shnl 
low water. 
The drift of that vessel 


was lit water that Is only from 180 to 
250 feet deep. 
In othcv words, the 


Jeannette's drift was not on the deep 
sea but In shallow waters whose floor 
Is known as the continental she'..*.

His father before him was

He has even been able to afford a wife. 
Two "bauds" work for him in these 
harvest days, at the panic wages of 
tncnty cents a dny. The men squat, 
Oriental fashion, at their work, chop- 
ping down the stalks with swift stabs 
of their little sickles. Mrs. Wong Poy 
and her eldest, a daughter, follow be- 
hind, and tie up the sheaves with wisps 
of straw. The two cherished men chll- 
ihvn. sole hope of heaven for Wong 
Poy, play through the stubble and 
steal grains of wheat to chew. It is 
n matter for corporal punishment if 
they are caught at this, for in China 
every grain Is numbered. 


When the wheat is all in, and has 


been beaten put on the thrashlug-floora 
and stored in'the well-guarded granary 
under Wong Poy's house, the family 
makes rejoicing. There is a little mess 
of flsh for the pot. 
A punk stick and 


a cup of rice are offered up to the 
gods of grain, and before thorn Wong 
Poy. his hands tucked in his sleeves, 
bows to the ground while he recites 
prayers. 


In their harvesting China and the 


Dakotas have tbts, at least, in com- 
mon, 
that when the crop Is In every 


one makes holiday. While the Chinese 


making sacrifices to his gods, the 


American farm-bund amuses himself 
with more materialistic pleasures. The 
holiday of harvest-home is observed 
alike by tb^e peasant, of Tyrol and the 
farmer of Kansas.

Many promising leads nre followed, 
many newspaper heroes and heroines 
are chased to earth, but few Indeed 
nre those who meet tbe standard es- 
tablished by the regulations of 
the 


fund. 
One or two a year out of the 


great population In which the hunters 
seek those 'whom they may glorify t 
The majority of applicants turn out 
unworthy. 


This result of the effort to sys- 


tematise and concentrate the hero glo- 
rifying business is not surprising. 
When tbe fund was established two 
years ago it was recognized that It 
would attract many Impostors, and 
that tbe men and women whom IU 
donor was anxious to reward would be 
the last to push themselves to tbe 
front. The medal craving, self-ndver- 
tislng "hero" Is likely to show a shady 
record when bis deeds are fully ex- 
plained. Tbe man or woman who ac- 
complishes a really heroic act U not 
of the stuff that asks rewards from 
trustees of funds, or seeks recompense 
or recognition from any public or semi- 
public source. 
Rather, the persons 


sought for by tbe agents of this Pitts- 
burg institution are of tbe class that 
shrink from publicity, depreciate their 
own deeds and want them forgotten. 


The fact that no new award* were 


made at the second annual meeting of 
tbe Hero Fund Commission does not 
mean that no heroic deeds have been 
performed recently In the territory it 
cove re. 
Like mean acts, heroic acts 


(persist Iu about the usual'proportion.' 
regardless of funds, medals, grants of 
money or the like. 
Nor should it be 


argued that tbe hero fund has failed 
entirely of its purpose. 
It provides 


pleasant; jobs at fair pay to a number 
of persons In various capacities, and 
thus does good.—New York Sun. 


Cru*b«d Stone* For Itaad*. 


In our trip through a portion of 


Butler County, Ohio, n few weeks ago 
we frequently noticed long piles of 
limestone in Irregular sized blocks 
along the road side. They were gath- 
ered on.the hill sides and hauled there 
by the farmers, to be crushed for re- 
pairing the roads. After the thrashing 
is finished the traction engines are 
hired ~o run the crushers, and these 
long piles of stone are soon put in 
shape to keep "up the fine roads that 
are so common throughout the Miami 
valley. 


There are many sections of this 


State where stone !s as abundant as In 
that section and where the same plan 
for road improvement ought to bo 
adapted. 
Professor 
Blatchley, our 


State Geologist, in his next report will 
give much attention to the road mak- 
ing materials of the State, and ho 
will give his preference for crushed 
stone. He says: 


"My experience has been that, in 


the long run, the crushed stone road, 
if properly made. Is far superior to 
the gravel road. The stone road wears 
dowu more evenly, and will outlast 
the best of gravel roads. That is, al- 
ways, of course, if the stone road is 
properly made. 


"In the first place, the roadbed 


should be at least ten inches deep. 
The lower six inches deep. The lower 
six inches should be of the larger 
stones, though these should be of a 
size that would pass through a two- 
Inch screen. 
The upper four inches 


should be smaller stone, that which 
will pass through an Inch or an inch 
and a half screen. 
This should bo 


packed with a steam roller, and with 
proper drainage at the side this will 
make an excellent road. If good rock 
is available, that is. witbln hauling 
distance, the cost will be about $2000 
a mile."—Indiana Farmer. 


To He Beckoned With.

The State of 
Sew York has voted a bond issue of 
fifty million dollars to make a system 
of highways. 
When this money has 


been spent, New York will swnrin 
with more automoblles.'tban any other 
like area In the world. All over the 
country, as highways are improved, 
the well-to-do farmers and dwellers in 
small towns will join the ranks of '.ao 
tourists. 
Fifty thousand gas engines 


are used to drive farm machinery in 
the United States. Their owners are 
learning the advantages of machine 
power over horse power, and they will 
use this power for traveling In stead- 
ily increasing nnmtu»rs. 
Even with 


roads which have survived the dark 
ages.-the tourist in America is driv- 
ing his car on holiday journeys of five 
Hundred or a thousand miles, where a 
few years ago he would have hesi- 
tated to venture a hundred miles from 
home. This Is partly became of the
